Life Insurance Coipor&tion of India (hereinafter referred 
to as the Corporation), with the previous approval of the 
Central Government, hereby makes the following regula- 
tions further to amend the Life Insurance Corporation exf 
India (Classification of Policies for Differential Bonuses); 
Regulation 1961, namely : — 

1. These Regulations may be called the Life Insurance 
Corporation of India (Classification of Policies for Differ- 
ential Bonuses) Amendment Regulations, 1980. 

2. In the Lile Insurance Corporation of India (Classifi- 
cation of Policies for Differential Bonuses) Regulations, 
1961, after Regulation 14, the following Regulation shall 
be inserted, namely : — 

“14 A, (1) As a result of periodical valuation commencing 
from the Valuation as at 31-3-79, the Corporation 
may, taking into account the contribution by a 
group or class of policies to the reserves, declare, 
m addition to the simple reversionary bonus, a 
Final (Additional) Bonus (which may also be 
known as “Terminal Bonus’’) in respect of policies 
which become claims by death or maturity dur- 
ing the period commencing from nine months 
after the date of valuation and ending with the 
expiry of nine months after the date of the suc- 
ceeding valuation and are entitled to participate 
in the profits on the date of their becoming claims. 

(2), The Final (Additional) Bonus may be given in 
respect of such classes or groups of policies, and 
subject to such terms and conditions, as may be 
decided by the Corporation and nothing contain- 
ed in the foregoing regulations shall apply to the 
declaration of such Final (Additional) Bonus. 

3. In sub-regulation (4) of Regulation 15, the figure T4‘ 
shall be substituted by the figure and letter T4A‘.
